Germination Tests 


advised for 
Rapeseed 


Alberta rapeseed growers 
are strongly advised tohave 
their seed tested for ger- 
mination before planting it 
this spring, If the germina- 
tion level is lower than 75 
per cent, and if 25 per cent 
of these deedlings are de~ 
formed, the seed should not 
be used, 

This advice comes from 
Dr. H. Vaartnou, plant pathe 
ologist with the provincial 
department of agriculture. 
He says a germination test 
is particularly important 
this year because rapeseed 
rootrot diseases were very 
prevalent last -summer in 
areas which received a good 
rainfall. 

During the summer the 
plant industry division con- 
ducted a survey in northern 
and central Albertatodeter=- 
mine the extent and kinds of 
diseases in rapeseed crops 
in the province, Dr, Vaart- 
nou says that rootrot dis- 
eases were serious in all 
areas which received an 
adequate rainfall, He also 
reports that work is cone 
tinuing in an attempt to iden- 
tify the disease-causing or= 
ganisms and the conditions 
under which they thrive and 
spread, Until more {s known 
about these factors, rape= 
seed growers would be wise 
to practise a _ three-year 
crop rotation, Some of the 
disease-causing organisms 
are known to persist in crop 
residues for up to three 
years, It is also important 
to remove all volunteer rape 
and wild mustard during the 
years the land ts in other 
crops, Both species provide 
a medium in which the dis- 
ease organisms cansurvive, 

Dr. Vaartnou points out 
that the seed from rape 
crops which had a rootrot 
disease can carry this dis- 
ease on its surface or ine 
Side the seed, and spread 
it to healthy plants in the 
new crop, The disease ree 
duces the yleid and quality 
of the crop by lowering the 
germination rate or produce 
ing deformed seedlings. 

If a farmer finds that his 
rapeseed is not good enough 
to use this spring, he should 
try to get seed from an area 
which had a low rainfall last 
summer, or from a farmer 
whose crop ylelded 25 bush- 
els per acre or better. 

Dr. Vaartnou alsorecome 
mends treating rapeseed 
against rootrot and other 
diseases, This precaution 
is particularly {mportant in

Sewing hints on 
Togs for Tots 


By Pat Prymak, 
District Home Economist, 


Was your last shopping 
trip for buying clothes for 
your young tot an enjoyable 
excursion? Or was it a trip 
where the fabric, style or 
color weren’t what you wane 
ted? If this is the case, and 
you are handy with the sew- 
ing machine, I would like to 
pass on some hints for sew- 
ing togs for your tot. 

PICK A PATTERN 

*Pattern companies are 
introducing pattersn design- 
ed to help the toddler dress 
himself and learn to recoge 
nize signs, shapes and 
colors, 

*The patterns are time 
saving and easy to sew and 
feature no collars, sleeves 
or darts. Waistbands are 
all elasticized, 

*Pattern features that aid 
growth and comfort include: 
*raglan or kimono sleeves, 
rather than set-in sleeves, 
*no waistline seam, *jum- 
pers with adjustable shoul- 
der straps. 

PICK A FABRIC 


Sultable fabric includes: 
small-scale prints.. rough’n 
tough denims (woven or 
stretch knit types)...ging- 
hams,,,.seersucker,..terry 
cloth (plain or stretchy knit 
types),...cotton knit....core 
durory....party-time dotted 
swiss,,..or flocked voile 
with a butterfly motif, 

Read the label on fabric 
bolt for information on: (1) 
fiber content (2) care ine 
structions (3) special fine 
ishes or features (4) manue 
facturer’s name and origin 
(5) brand name 

Trim should be suited to 
the fabric, the style and the 
age of the child, A nylon 
lace on a washable cotton 
dress isn’t practical be- 
cause a hot iron used for 
the dress will melt the nylon, 

Pre-shrinking all fabric, 
zipper, interfacing and trim 
before sewing is recomme 
ended, 

PICK A FINISH 

Permanent press fabrics 

are easy to sew if you keep 


the following in mind: 

*Select a simple pattern- 
few seams, pleats or styl- 
ing details -as fullness cane 
not be eased or steamed out. 

*Trims, notions and shap= 
ing fabrics should be come 
patible with the fastrion fab= 
ric, This means they should 
be washable and colorfast, 
The new polyester trims 
are a good choice. 

*Press out lengthwise fold 
of fabric. If impossible to 
remove, avoid the crease 
when laying out the pattern, 

*Be sure garment fits 
property before it is pressed 
as creases remain in fabric 
once it is pressed. 

*Permanent press gare 
ments must be tumble dried, 


SEWING FOR TODDLERS 


“the thread tension on 
sewing machine, Young tots 
run, jump, stretch and crawl 
Seams need to bear agreat- 
er than usual strain! Many 
machines have a stretch 
stitch that is good for knits 
and fabrics such as stretch 
denim and stretch terry. If 
there is no stretch stitch on 
your machine, use asmaller 
stitch (12 stitches per inch) 
and polyester thread, 

*closures: should be easy 
for toddler to handle by 
himself. Snaps should be 
large enough to snaptogeth- 
er easily, Buttons should 
slip through the buttonholes 
easily. Zippers can match 
or vividly contrast for a 
decorative effect. Invisible 
zippers seem to intrigue 
a toddler, To aid your tot 
in grasping the zipper pull 
tab, attach a large decora- 
tive pull tab to the manu- 
factured tab - a yarn flow- 
er, a bright ribbon, or rick- 
rack rose, 

Watch for labels indica- 
ting the fabric has a flame 
retardant finish, Pending 
legislation will require all 
children’s clothes, size 6X 
and under to be treated with 
a flame retardant finish and 
so will fabrics sold by the 
yard, that is, those that are 
particularly suited to this 
age group. 


4. Add honey to shorten- 
ing slowly, in a finestream, 
blending well for better vol- 
ume and texture, 

5. To measure honey with 
ease, wet or oll the cup or 
spoon first, 

6. Foods baked with honey 
stay fresh longer. 

HINTS WITH HONEY 

To liquify creamed honey 
just place container over 
warm water, 

Drizzle liquid honey over 
cereal or hot buttery waff- 
les, 

Mix honey with butter and 
cinnamon and use as a 
spread on hot toast, 

Add flavor to baked beans 
add honey, 

Sweeten a milkshake with 
honey, 

Try a honey glaze for 
baked ham, roast chicken 
or vegetables. 

Top ice cream with honey

“Our research indicates 
that we can put our main 
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emphasis on productivity 
without detracting from the 
effectiveness of our selec- 
tion, 

“We have also found that 
there {s a correlation be- 
tween yield and panicle 
weight, In other words if 
we choose plants with ahigh 
panicle weight, we will be 
selecting high-yielding 
lines,’’ 

The random method ts 
used in place of the pedi- 
gree method, 

In practice, plant breed- 
ers could use a combina- 
tion of both methods, with 


the emphasis leaning to- 
wards either “random” 
breeding or ‘pedigree’ 
breeding,
